We  have  drilled  in  i*ows  40  inches  apart,  using  20  lbs.  seed  to 
acre.  You  could  not  tell  if  they  were  drilled  solid  or  in  rows.  Does  well  on 
any  soil.  Stands  poor  soil  as  good  as  any  and  will  mature  anywhere  in  Ohio. 
We  have  not  found  anjThing  to  compare  with  it  for  yield  of  seed.  Requires 
about  110  to  115  days  to  mature.  Rows  2S  to  30  inches  apart  are  possibly  best. 
20  to  25  lbs.  seed  to  acre.

Have  another  strain  No.  2,  grows  and  yields  nearly  as  well  and  has  some 
damag-ed  beans  among-  them  Excellent  for  grain  or  hay.
